In the library of Mr. Rogers, the poet, at 
his house in St James’ Place, London, is the 
original agreement between Milton and bis 
publisher, Samuel Symons, in 1666, for the co- 


page of foolscap, signed by the contracting par- 
ties, and witness by John Fisher and Benjamin 
Green, servants to Milton. 


The autograph of the great poet, notwith- 
standing his blindness, is remarkably regular 
and ‘distinct. This interesting relic, we need 
hardly say, is carefully preserved by its distin- 
guished owner. It is framed and glazed, and 
occupies a prominent place on the walls of the 
classicial and hospitable mansion of the poet of 
memory. Mr. Rogers, we believe, gave seven- 
ty guineas for this relic! For the poem itself 
Milton received ten pounds, five being paid in 
advance, and five at the end of two years, 


| when thirteen hundred copies had been sold. 


For each edition not exceeding fifteen hun- 
dred copies, five pounds were to be paid; but 
in seven years the poet died, and the widow 
disposed of all her rights, title, and interest in 
work, for an additional sum of seven pounds. 


Thus the whole copyright of “Paradise Lost’ 
brought to the author and his family seventee 
pounds, and the bit of paper upon which the 


agreement was written was sold and eagerly 

purchased for seventy guineas. | 

Milton was more than fifty years of age, 

blind, infirm, solitary when he began the com- 

position of his great epic. At a similar advanc- 

ed period of life Walter Scott, struck with mis- 

fortune, entered into an engagement to liqui- 
date, by his literary exertions, a debt of one 
hundred and twenty-eight thousand pounds. 

Milton rested his long cherished hopes of last- 
ing fame upon the work thus late begun ; Scott 
staked his character and reputation upon the 
fulfillment of his last engagement. Both enter- 
ed with characteristic ardor upon their task, and, 
amid the pressure of increasing age and infirmi- 
ty, never lost sight of their antioiĩpated reward. 
In seven years Milton completed his poem, 


and held in his hand the passport to immortali- 


ty. In seven years Scott had paid all but one- 
sixth of his enormous load of debt. The prize 
was within view, independence seemed almost 
in his grasp, but he had overtasked his streugth, 
and disease, soon to be followed by death, came 
like an armed man, and closed the superhuman 
struggle. When will the annals of literature 
record again two such instances of heroic deter- 
mination, under such adverse circumstances, 
united to the highest creative genius, and crown- 
ed with such marvelous results—Jnv. Courier. 


Daguerreotopes by Lightning. 
A country woman recently arrived in Paris 
from the department of Seine-et-Marne, who 
was, a short time since, watching a cow in an 
open field, when a violent storm arosé. She 
took refuge under a tree, which at the instant 
was struck by lightning; the cow was killed. 
and the woman was felled to the earth sense- 
less, where she was soon after found, the storm 
having ceased with the flash that felled, her. 
Upon removing her clothing, the exact image 
of the cow killed by her side was found. dis- 
tinctly inpressed upon her bosom. 
This curious phenomena is not without pre- 
cedent. Dr. Franklin mentions the case of a 
man who was standing in the door of a house 
in a thunder storm, and was looking at a tree 
directly before him when it was struck 
lightning, On the man’s breast was left the 
perfect daguerreotype of the tree. 
In September, 1825, the brigantine II Buon 
Servo was anchored: in the Armiro bay, at the 
entrance of the Adriatic sea, where she was 
struck by lightning. In obedience to a super- 
stition, the Ionian sailors had attached a horse- 
shoe to the mizen-mast as a charm agatnst 
evil. When the vessel was struck, a sailor 
who was seated by this mast was instantly 
killed. There were no marks or bruises upon 
his person, but the horse-shoe was perfectly 
pictured upon his back. | 
In 1841, a magistrate and a miller's boy 
were struck by lightning near a poplar tree, in 
one of the provinces of France; and upon the 
breast of each were found shoots exactly re- 
sembling the leaves of the poplar. | 
Ata meeting of the French Academy of 
Sciences, January 25, 1847, it was stated that 
a woman of Lugano, seated at a window 
during a storm, was suddenly shaken by some 
invisible power. She experienced no incon- 
venience from this, but afterwards discovered 
that a tlossom, apparently torn from a tree by 
a lightning stroke, was completely imaged upon 
one of her limbs, and it remained there until 
her death. |

stances have occurred, and they are generally 
recorded among the curiosities of science.—

It took, he says, about twelve dray loads to 
remove the publications which were ready to be cir- 
culated—and the pile, as it now lies in the cells of 
the station house, would fill a large-sized chamber, 
fall to the wall, so that no one could step inside 
and this, too, after a daily burning of thousands of 
volumes.

Drrection or Discovery.—The greatest discov- 
eries of the present century thus far, seem to have 
for their end the annihilgtion of time. Locomotion 
is wonderfally facilitated: so also is labor. The 
slow process of painting is superceded by the in- 
stantaneous impression of the daguerreotype ; and 
thought is transmitted by lightning fluid. This is 
a century in which man is running a racé with time: 
human nature haying become tired of the old pro- 
cesses ; or life becoming too short for them. Before 
the year 1800, there was not a single steamboat in 
existence, and the application of steam to machinery 
was unknown. Fulton launched the first steamboat 
in 1807 ; now there are three thousand steamboats 
traversing the waters of America, and the time saved 
in travel is equal to seventy per cent, and every 
river in the world is a highway for their encroach- 
ments. In 1800 the word railroad had not been 
coined, and to travel forty miles an hour was an im- 
possibility. In the United States there are now 
some twenty-five thousand miles of railroad, costing 
in the neighborhood of seven hundred and fifty mil- 
lions of dollars, and about thirty-seven thousand 
miles of railroad in England and America. Th 

locomotive will now travel in as many hours a dis- 
tance which in 1800 required as many days to ac- 
complish. In 1800 it took two weeks to convey in- 
telligence between Philadelphia and New Orleans, 
now it can be accomplished in minutes by the elec- 
3 which only had its beginning in 
Missroxs.— The indebtedness of science to the 
incidental labors and intelligent observations of 
missionaries, has long been freely acknowledged. 
Large contributions have been made to almost every 
science, particularly philology and geography. Civ- 
ilized governments have also been largely indebted to 
the same for frequent and important diplomatic aid. 
Commodore Foote attributes to the influence of the 
American missionaries the formation of most of the 
late treaties of Siam with western nations, which he 
so rapidly.

A letter from Rev. Mr. Hol- 
man, missionary at Cape Palmas, speaks of the 
rapid decrease of idolatry among the natives. He 
says: “I shall probably send you a box of gregrees 
as the people are giving them up by the barrow 
load! The idols He shall utterly abolish !’”

The most important item of intelligence to the.

on the Pacific Rail Road measure. On the 19th 
January, Mr. Gwin, Chairman of the Committee on 
that subjeet, reported a bill which was made the 
special order for the first Monday in February.

A great 
many will leave Gold Canon and move to the East Fork. 


CINNABAR DISCOVERIES.—A discovery of cinnabar is 
said to have been made near Petaluma, but it is surmised 
that the publication has been made for the purpose of in- 
ducing travelers to visit that region. The Pacific Sentinel 
contains the following in relation to the quicksilver ore 
deposits in Monterey county: The quicksilver ore is found 
on the slope of the Coast Range looking towards the San 
Joaquin valley. In traveling along the ridge, several miles 
after leaving the San Benito creek, one comes abruptly to 
a talcose formation, (talcose slate ;)}—in most places broken 
and desolate, and sparkling and brilliant in the sun’s rays, 
reflected from the scales and fragments oftalcose rock, and 
the horses travel laboriously through the loose debris. This 
talcose slate is of a variety of colors, yellow, red, blue, 
green and almost black. In this formrtion are found blue, 
black or green boulder like rocks, isolated apparently, as 
though concretions or segregations in the midst ofthe prin- 


uruny purnteu with green; and is composed of chrome and 
iron. A company was formed to work this rock, by a 
number of persons, who supposed that it was an ore of 
silver; and who did not find out their mistake until they 
had spent a large sum in various ways. This “silver ore 
is found principally on the highest part of the ridge along 
which the road runs, and about a half mile from where is 
found the quicksilver ore. The rock which contains the 
einnabar appears to be a dyke of metamorphic rock, run- 
| ning through the talcose formation and emerging from it 
‘im various places. An examination will show the nature 
and eharacter of the formation which contains the cinna- 
bar; but the ore is, as might be expected, much richer in 
some places than in others. The ore is apparently jnex- 
haustible, for it is found in various places at some distance 
from each other.” é 


G OF THE TULES.—The Stockton Argus, of Feb. 
llth, says: A beautiful illumination was visible last even- 
ing to the westward of the city, caused by the burning of 
the tules. It was one of those sights that served to remind 
us of many similar scenes upon the western prairies, altho’ 
exceeding them all in grandeur and extent.

ever a spider is found, the old Lion Ant flies 
at it quickly, to catch it for the little one in the 
nest. But then, if she should kill the spider, 
and put it in the nest, it would rot and dry up 
beſore the egg would hatch, and thus it could 
not be eaten by the young Lion Ant. And 
_also if the spider was to be put in alive where 
the egg was, the spider with his sharp teeth 
would eat up the egg, or the young one hatch- 
ed out of it, just as it eats ae} ell, to avoid age 
both of these difficulties, the old Lion Ant has 


a sting, with just the right kind of poison to 


take away the strength and the feeling of the 
spider, but not to kill it. So when the Lion 
Ant finds a spider, it catches and stings it, and 
then carries it away and puts it in the nest 
with the little egg. Then it goes and catches 
another, and another, and another, till it fills 
the hole where the egg is, full. Afterwards 
the old one puts mud over the end of the hole, 
and stops it up tight. Now as the egg hatch- 
es, the young Lion Ant eats these spiders, and 
— in the hole till he has no more to eat, and 
is grown as large as the old one; then he 
breaks open the door of his house and flies 
away to look out for himself, and build other 
nests, and do just as the old one before him 
did. This is all very curious indeed, in such a 
little wasp, but it is true. Sometimes, when a 
little boy, a week or so after the nests were all 
done, I used to wonder so about it that I would 
take a stick and break the mud nests to pieces, 
to see if it would be just as I have told you, 
and there would be sometimes twelve or fifteen 
spiders in one hole, just able to move their legs 
very slowly, but not to crawl; and at the bot- 
tom of the hole there would be the egg, or per- 
baps it would be hatched, and the little one 
had begun to eat the spiders. Now you know 
that to have all this just right, some one must 
have planned it out, and made the whole to do 
and to be just so.

We have frequently called — attention of our l 
to the adulteration in almost every article of commerce. 
Much of the linen we import is mixed with cotton. A 
scientific man informs us that one of the most practicable 
methods for the detection of cotton in unbleached linen is 
the following: A piece of stuff to be examined is well 
washed with boiling water and dried, then laid in a mix- 
ture of two parts of dried nitrate of potash and three parts 
of ordinary sulphuric acid, and left in intimate contact 
with it for eight to ten minutes, according to the strength 
of the fabric. After a complete washing and drying, the 
piece of stuff, which has been changed by the nitrate acid, 
is decocted with ether, to which some al is added; 
the more consistent the collodion thus obtained, the more 
cotton is there in the linen. If no cotton be put in it, the 
ethereal decoction is scarcely thickened. If it is wished 
to determine the quantity of cotton, it is only necessary 
to weigh the linen after it has been boiled with water and 
dried, then proceed as above; separate the collodion ob- 
tained from the residue—which is unchanged linen—wash 
this well with some ether and alcohol, and when dried, 
weighed. The loss of weight gives the quantity of cotton 
with tolerable accuracy.— B.
